‘Tne rapidity with which Tarkey 
proposes to pass from autocratic rule 
to the enjoyment of parliamentary 
institutions can hardly fail to giv 
fresh stimulus to the cause of con- 
stitutional government that is now 
finding so many new adherents in 
different parts of the world. Be. 
tween the paper draft of a con- 
stitution, however, and its transla- 
tion into practical advantages to the 
nation at large there is a wide galf 
fixed, and it will be well to await 
developments on the Bosphoras 
before quoting Turkey's experiences 
as a precedent in these matters, 
The particular circumstances of 
each country, and not foreign prac- 
tice, must ultimately decide the 
form of government :best suited to 
it. In the ease of Persia and

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AMERICAN 
TRADE WITH THE 
ORIENT.

A TELEGRAM in our issue of lust 
Friday announced on the authority 
of the New York Press that owing to’ 
the new regulations introduced by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion all the great railways, inclad- 
ing the Canadian-Pacific Railway, 
having steamship services on the 
Pacific, had notified shippers that 
they were abandoning the export 
trade to the Orient and Australasia, 
and were practically abandoning 
the import trade. The newspapers, 
it was added, anticipate that the 
steamship lines concerned will be 
sold. Fortunately the gloominess 
of these Press forebodings is so 
abysmal that it is impossible to re- 
gard the action of the railway- 
steamship companies otherwise than 
as a bold move to strongthon their 
position in the somewhat serious 
issue between themselves and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Briefly summarized the controversy 
resolves itself into a straggle for 
the maximum freedom of action in 
all their affairs on the part of the 
railways and onthe part of the 
Commission, répresenting the 
Federal authority, for the maxi- 
mum amount of control. Before a 
final adjustment is arrived at it is 
almost inevitable that the abuses 
tolerated in interstate commerce 
under the old régime should lead

The point at issue does not affect 
the moral aspect of the opium evil, 
bat turns rather on the amount 
of consideration due from the 
Imperial Cabinet to the Hongkong 
Government in its dealings with the 
domestic affairs of a Crown Colony. 
Tt was only last week that it was 
made known in the House of Com- 
mons that the (Government's deci- 
sion to close sammarily the opium 
divans in Hongkong had been taken 
practically without reference to the 
Colonial authorities. The some- 
what ingenuons statement made by 
the Under-Secretary of Statefor the 
Colonies was to the effect that “the 
Government did its best to get the 
views of those conversant with 











the question here (in England), 
but it was quite impossible 
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to get anything like reasoned 
opinions from the authorities at 
Hongkong before the announce- 
ment of the Government's policy 
was made.” This announcement, 
it will be remembered, was con- 
veyed to the Governor of Hong- 
kong on May 4 in a telegram 
which informed Sir Frederick 
Lugard that the Government had 
decided to close the Colony’s 
opium dens, “as it recognized that 
it was essential to maintain the 
standard set by the Chinese.” 
Thus, like a bolt from the blue, 
it was brought to Hongkong’s 
notice that, without any voice in 
its own affairs, it was to be de- 
prived of a large portion of its 
revenue amounting to $1,500,000, 
while the Government at Home 
arrogated to itself no little right- 
eousness entirely at the Colony’s 
expense. The indignation of the 
people was aroused not by the 
rinciple which aimed at the pro- 
bition of opium smoking, but by 
the way in which it had been 
sought to give effect to that prin- 
ciple, a way that entailed a slight, 
if not something worse, to the 
Colony. 

The incident recalls a famous 
utterance of the late Prime Minister, 
who in the flush of victory at the 
polls announced that immediate 
steps were to be taken to repatriate 
the Chinese labourers in the 
Transvaal. Subsequent investiga- 
tion into the subject, about which 
he bad spoken without accurate 
knowledge of the situation, caused 
this statement to be modified and 
ultimately withdrawn, for it was 
realized that the Government's 
policy was powerless in the face of 
the labourers’ contracts. In the 
case of Hongkong, moreover, it is 
clear that the Cabinet finds itself 
unable to live up to the bold words 
with which it had hoped to win the 
support of the anti-opium interests. 
Bath from Hongkong and in 
Parliament it has had to meet 
considerable criticism of a policy 
threatened, without sufficient 
justification, the good relations that 
should be maintained between all 
Colonies and the Mother country. 
It is true, as Sir Henry Blake 
shrewdly remarks, that Hongkong 
js too small to “kick” very effec 
tually, while he adds that “the 
Imperial Government is always 
stern, except when trouble threat- 
ens.” But both from what has 
been stated officially in the Colony 
and from Lieutenant - Colonel 
Seely’s apologetic remarks in the 
House of Commons on July 28, 
there is reason for the belief that 
the Cabinet's bark will prove worse 
than its bite. In carrying ont its 
policy, with which in the main the 














Colony itself is in agreement, the 
Home Government “will act 
throughout with the advice of the 
Governor.” The amende honorable 
to the Colony’s feelings, however, 
would be more complete, if the 
Cabinet could see its way to 
accept Sir Henry Blake's sugges- 
tion that it should remit the com- 
pulsory military contribution made 
annually towards the cost of the 
Colony’s defence. This contribu- 
tion of twenty per cent. of the 
revenue (exclusive of land sales) 
amounted in 1907 to $1,229,605, 
a sum nearly equivalent to the 
revenue derived from opium. By 
remitting this contribution for a 
few years the Imperial Govern- 
ment would certainly obviate the 
charge that it was maintaining a 
reputation for unctuous rectitude at 
other people’s expense. 

It is impossible to study the 
history of the Empire daring the 
last few years without being struck 
with the number of instances in 
which more or less serious mis- 
understandings have arisen between 
Colonies and the Imperial Govern- 
ment through the omission on the 
part of the latter to take Colonial 
statesmen into their confidence. 
The reason, it is to be feared, 
to be found in the growing ten- 
dency to place Imperial interests 
at the mercy of party politics. 
These interests are submitted to 
the electorate in the same con- 
fused issue with home political 
questions and are subjected to what 
has been aptly termed “ the corrod- 
inginfluence of home polities.” The 
tendency has become so marked 
that it has served as a rallying 
ery to those who desire to see “the 
consolidation of the Empire.” In 
a recent able address to the Royal 
Colonial Institute, Lord Milner 
pleaded eloquently for better know- 
ledge and closer relations between 
the different parts of the Empire. 
“Surely,” he declared,“ it is a 
terrible piece of waste and a clear 
proof of the defective nature of our 
present political organization that 
Englishmen, Scotsmen or Iris 
men going to live in a British 
community overseas under the 
British flag should by that mere 
act of locomotion, without any 
change of political status at all, or 
any desire to make such a change, 
cease to have any part or lot in 
the affairs of these vast dominions, 
of #hich while resident here they 
were among the ultimate rulers, and 
should lose all share in the duties, 
responsibilities and privileges of 
that great position.” For the mo- 
ment, he went on to point out, 
the control and management of our 
dependent Empire (i.e. India and 
the Crown Colonies) rests with 
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the people of the United Kingdom; 
but that was no reason why it 
always must, ought or could s0 
rest. Every year brings us fresh 
questions in” which the new 
dominions are as much interested 
as the United Kingdom, and it 
should be Great Britain’s cue to 
welcome and encourage and not to 
repress that interest.“ With all 
its cradeness and inexperience,” 
added Lord Milner, ‘there is a 
robustness and a sanity about the 
colonial attitude on Imperial ques- 
tions which would be a wholesome 
corrective to certain tendencies 
among ourselves.” Few will deny 
the cogency of these remarks ; and 
although the ultimate realization 
of the aims of Lord Milner’s con- 
structive statesmanship may still 
be distant, such action as that on 
the part of the present Cabinet in 
deciding Hongkong’s opium policy 
practically without reference to the 
Colony, indicates how strongly the 
doctrine of Imperial consolidation 
must be urged to counteract dis 
integrating tendencies. 





PHOTOGRAPHY 


AS AN ART, 


August 6. 

Puoroorarny has long out 
grown the days when it was 
merely u mechanical contrivance 
for the reproduction of scones and 
faces. In those times, its capacities 
were so limited that it mast have 
been a dismal hobby, whilst it cer- 
tainly could not be considered an 
art, because it lacked alnfost en- 
tirely the personal element. At 
the present day the most enthusias- 
tic photographer would hardly lay 
claim to being an artist in the 
highest sense of the word, but be 
can consider himself to be one in 
aminor sense. The justice of his 
claim is based upon the fact that 
the personal element in photo- 
graphy is Lecoming more and more 
important. Dependent as the 
photographer is upon a com- 
plicated and delicate machine, he 
is far more than a highly skilled 
mechanician. If he cannot hope 
for success without being of * 
practical turn of mind, nor can he 
attain it without considerable 
artistic capacity. This it is which 
makes photography at once #0 
absorbing anda d elgbfal cocenps- 
tion for so many people. Besides 
the enjoyment of manipulation, 
they find in it also an opportunity 
for self-expression —the essence of 
all artistic pleasure. For, beget 
they are taking photograpl 
people or of places, tad first task 
is that of selection, and this io 





volves the use of just those 
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faculties connoting refinement, taste 
and observation. The photogra- 
pher, who wishes to got a really 
good pictare from natare, some 
river or mountain scene, must have 
an instinct for form and colour, 
must wait his opportunity, must be 
in sympathy with what he sees. If 
he wants to photograph a person, 
he must have an eye for character, 
he mast, to a certain extent, bea 
psychologist. Modern photography 
requires the possession and exercise 
of all these qualities ; hence it can 
certainly lay claim to being an 
art. 


Yet it is an art which is in- 
evitably limited, and probably 
nobody feels this more keenly than 
the photographer. The remark is 
often made that such and such a 
picture is not a good likeness ; that 
it does not do justice or that it 
flatters. Yet as a matter of fact, 
a camera in experienced 
hands, cannot lie, that is to say it 
reproduces exactly what it sees. It 
catches just the expression, just 
the pose, which was before it at 
the moment. But neither ex- 
pression nor pose may be charac- 
teristic, or, at all events, neither 
may bear any real resemblance to 








‘What, in fact, prevents photogra- 
phy from being a high art is its 
incapacity for idealism. ‘The highest 
arts, poetry, painting, music or 
literature, all fave this capacity. 
They can express the trath both in 
the ‘sense of strict correspondence 
with facts and in that of intuitive 
representation of spirit. They can 
be relentless and literal and yet 
imaginative, thus obeying, and 
partially satisfying, the innate 
human craving for what is mystical, 
inexpressible, infinite. Aristotle— 
to go back to the ancients as, in 
abstract questions, we are nearly 
always forced to do—declared the 
distinguishing features of good 
poetry to be “a higher trath and a! 
higher seriousness.” This definition 
is at once the briefest and the 
nearest paraphrase of idealism as 
applied to art, for it corresponds 
exactly with the sensations with 
which the best art fills us, sensations 
which we can only partially analyze 
and therefore only vaguely express. 
In a good photograph there is 
rarely anything vague, suggested, 
or left to beimagined. The picture 
is sharp, precise and definite. 
Those are the very qualities at 
which the clever photographer aims, 





the person we know in real li 
That is one of the limitations of 
photography, it is so utterly 
relentless. It seizes an expression 
and fixes it, and the photographer 
hands the picture over, and says 
“there is your friend.” We ma 

know that it is nothing of the kind, 
yet we are unable to deny its 
‘accuracy in regard to the particular 
expression. We may remember 
having seen the expression many: 
times, yet we know that it is trans- 
itory, that it does not represent 
our friend’s personality, or, at best, 
only a particular element of it. A 
similar limitation hampers photo- 
graphy in natare-pictures. Most 
of us photographs of 
favourite localities, the cloisters of 
an old Cathedral, a garden, or 
some cool wood. Knowing every 
inch of the ground, we may be 
forced to pronounce the picture of 
it faultless in point of detail, and 
yet remain painfully conscious that 
it is unsatisfactory and imperfect. 
Obviously, the absence of colouring 
is largely responsible for our dis- 
contente The beauty of the scene, 
as we remember it, depended 
upon certain tints, —_ certain 
delicate harmonies of light 
and-shade, whilst the picture we 
possess is cold and lifeless. But 
even beyond this, there is something 
lacking, something which a painting 
might give us, but which a photo- 
graph never can. That is another 
limitation ofsphotography ; it is so

1d the fact that he can never aim 
at anything more, becanse he is only 
an indirect agent, is the reason for 
the exclusion of photography from 
the great arts.

Opposition to reform, it is only too

the bane of China’s judicial system. 
A superficial observer might cite 
the abolition of “ blows ” in Novem- 
ber 1905 as evidence of the spread 
of humanitarian sentiments, but 
unfortunately this, like the Magis- 
trate’s advice on the employment 
of convicts at the Municipal Gaol, 
is clearly an instancejof hypocritical 
reform. It merely penalizes the 
Settlement authorities in their 
efforts to deal with the criminal 
classes, and is not a genuine re- 
form, as is shown by the continued 
use of the bamboo in the City, the 
Paoshan district and elsewhere.

‘The inauguration of a system of 
foreign supervision of Mixed Court 
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punishments dates from April 1905, 
when an Indian constable, who 
was a few months later replaced 
by a foreign sergeant, was stationed 
on the Court premises by the 
authority of the Consular Body. 
This procedure has been amply 
justified by results, for to-day com- 
plete records of all criminal cases 
are kept, and, sitce the appoint- 
ment of police officers for this 
purpose, many dishonest runners 
have been successfully prosecuted, 
and countless illegal practices have 
been brought to light. The number 
of cases of illegal detention in the 
Mixed Conrt cells is in itself a 
sufficient excuse for careful foreign 
supervision, and though, rince the 
publication of a list of these irreg- 
‘ulurities in these columns a few 
weeks ago, most of the unfortunate 
prisoners, at the instance of the 
British and German Assessors, have 
been accorded a hearing in open 
Conrt, tha attitnde of the Magis- 
trate has been by no means reas- 
suring. Instead of welcoming a 
strict investigation into the whole 
inatter, he addressed a strong peti- 
tion to the Tuotai, backed by an ob- 
viously inspired memorial from the 
inmates of the gaol, protesting 
against police interference. Noeifort 
was made, for none could have been 
made with any hope of success, to 
disprove the irregularities com- 
ed of, the Magistrate confining 
himself to an attempt to prevent 
further abuses from being brought 
to light. His conduct bodes ill for 
the inmates of the gaol and house 
of detention, if foreign super- 
vision be relaxed, and indicates the 
necessity of even greater watchful- 
ness in the future. It is in the 
interests of justice and humanity 
that so strict a supervision of the 
administration of the Mixed Court 
is exercised, and there would be no 
“foreign interference,” if no 
oceusion for it existed. Only an 
Oriental official would put himself 
in the false position of complaining 
of a measure, the justification of 
which is so apparent from the 
results of his own régime. 

‘There are numerous other ways 
in which the Chinese authorities 
bave sought to interfere with the 
efficiency of the Court, chief! 
among which is the rule introduced 
in 1906 that prisoners who are 
guilty of w crime that cannet 
adequately be punished with im- 
prisonment for a term of five years 
must be sent into the native City for 
trial. This procedure is most unsatis- 
factory, and quite illogical. Until 
1906 the Court could impose 
sentences of twenty years’ imprisgn- 
ment; now, ia8 no records of 











there is ample room for the 
miscarriage of justice, and it is 
not three years since a notorious 
criminal, whose record included 
complicity in one murder, two 
attempts at murder, and an eye- 
gouging case, was found at large 
within five years of being sent to 
the City yamén. This does not 
inspire ‘confidence in the willing- 
ness of the (ity authorities to aid 
the Settlement police in the task 
of stamping ont serious crime in 
our midst. Convicts who are found 
guilty of serious offences in 
the Settlement should serve their 
sentences in the Municipal Gaol, 
and not be sent to the ity, where 
judicious bribery may effect th 

release. If the Chinese authorities 
consider that the Magistrate should 
not try such cases, the Chibhsien, 
‘as in the case of the notorious Vah 
Mao-mao, should be dgputed to try 
the charges with the foreign Asses- 
sor, at the Mixed Court. This is only 
one of the unsatisfactory features 
of the present Mixed Court ad- 
ministration, but it makes it clear 
that it is daily becoming more 
imperative that the powers and 
rights of the Chinese and foreign 
authorities should be more clearly 
defined. No native places of 
detention should be tolerated in the 
Settlement unless under the strictest 
possible foreign supervision, and 
this applies to institutions, such as 





the Sinza Refuge, as much as to| 


the Mixed Court cells. It has been 
proved times beyond number that 
where the power of detention is 
exercised by the native authorities 
in our midst it is accompanied by 
grave abuses, The Mixed Cour, 
which should be the pioneer of 
judicial reform in China, has instead 
become a by-word for mismanage- 
ment, and the battleground of wits 
between Chineso and European.

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THe THIRD DUMA. 
Today the Third Duma edjourned 
for its summer holidays, and, as it is 
the first Duma which has lived long 
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enough to take holidays of its own 
accord, a few words on its work and its 
prospecte will not be out of place, 1 
hope, at the present moment. 

fany le thought, when the 
present Dus first met, that it would 
betray the canse of the people and that, 
‘on this account, it would be better to 
have no Duma at all. These people 
are now found to have been mistaken ; 
for the mere fact that the Duma has: 
managed to exist for seven months: 
without purchasing permission to do so, 
by the surrender of any of its privileges, 
is a gain for the principle of national 
representation, The Constitution still 
exists, therefore, but, unfortunately, it, 
does not extend beyond the walls of 
the Tauris Palace. Inside those walls 
‘a certain kind of extraterritoriality 
‘exists (I borrow the 
Maklakoff) but, ontsi 
much the same as 6 
they are worse, Yesterday there were 
five executions and fifteen death sen- 
tences, and, on an average, three or 
fonr persons, sometimes boys of nine- 
teen or twenty, are put to death every 
day, not always for murder but often 
for attempt at political assassination. 
‘Therefore those who thought that the 
third Dama would inangarate a series 
‘of social and political reforms are also 
mistaken. 

THE DUMA'S WORK. 

‘The Duma worked hard during last 
‘session, but only on bureaucratic ien- 
sures of tenth-rate importance, It did 
not touch the Agrarian question at all, 
‘and the only good it did was in connexion 
with the Budget. Its prompt refasal 
of the money for the new battleships 
until the Navy Department is re- 
organized, will be fresh in the reader's 
memory, but that refaral will not mean 
so much, if there is any trath in the 
ramour that in this matter it had the 
secret support of M. Stolypin. M. 
Gutchkoff’s attack on the custom of 
giving the best poste in the army to 
Grand Dakes, and the Duma’s refusal, 
in its speech to the Throne, to style the 
Emperor “ Autocrat ” certainly indicate 
progress, but, ax I have already re- 
marked, this progress is almost 
iruperceptible outside the Dama. 
Press ix a little freer, it is trae, but 
there is no guarantee that its freedom 
will last. ; 

Why did the Duma not turn its 
attention to the all-important question 
of Reform? There are many causes. 
The Budget took up mach ol 
jts time. The Duma instinctively 
felt that, before approaching this 
dangerous question, it should first 
make certain that ilx own existence 
would continue, Intimidated by the 
fate of its predecessors, it was feeling 
its way, reconnoitring. The great 
cause, however, is that the majority of 
the members have no fixed ideas on the 
subject of reform. As independent 
country gentlewen they are in a differ- 
ent position from the peasant-members of 
the first two Dumas whom their fellow- 
villagers sent to the Duma to get land, 
— or not to dare show their face again 
in the village. The third Duma was 
‘also, we are told, afraid of the surprises 
that would meet them once they touched

But, of course, this state of things 
cannot continue. The first session has 
not ended so baily on the whole, but, if 
the next session ends like this, it will 
mean that the Dama is failore, In 
the opinion of all competent authorities 
the next session will be the cri one. 
‘The Legislature must consider the 
questions of the land, the local courts, 
Incal self-government, ete., and, when 
these things come to be discussed, 
the real physiognomy of the Dama 
will at length be seen.

AN INTERVIEW, 


L have had an interview with the 
Persian Chargé d’Affaires here on the 
subject of the present troubles in 
Persia. 


He confirms Sir Edward Grey's 
assertion that Colonel Liakhoff is, 
though « Russian subject and an officer 
in the Russian army, only an employee 
of the Shah, an employee who ‘mast 
obey orders and who has no initiative 
of his own. The Cossacks whom 
Liakhoff commands are all Persians, 
mostly recruited in Teheran. 

‘When I remarked that the trouble 
seemed to be now over and the Shah 
triumphant and safe for ten years to 
come, the Chargé d'Affaires surprised 
me by declining to take that view. ‘The:

newspaper correspondent ; that is, I had 
expected him to deny that it was a 
coup d'état at all, to brand the Consti- 
tationalists as rebels, and to say that 
the Shah had acted for the good of the 
country. The Chargé d’Affaires freely 
confessed, hor r, that the attack on 
the Mejliss was uoconstitational, but he 
seemed to think that there was no other 
way of getting at the conspirators who 
wished to dethrone the Shah and who 
managed to shield themselves behind 
the national representatives, So far 
there had been no change in the elec- 
tion law, but he thought that a change 
‘would probably be made. At present 
the Teheran district bas 150 deputies 
tnd the provinces have 150. He 
thought that the numbor woald be cnt 
down in the case of Teheran and 
increased in the case of the provinces, 

“ Because, I suppose,” said I, “that 
Teheran, like most great capitals, 
contains a good deal of the revolutionary 
element.” 

“Tt contains good deal of the 
Constitutional element which is, of 
course, quite different from the revola- 
tionary element”, replied the diplo- 
matist, who seems, by the way, to be 
like most of Persia’s representatives 
‘abroad, an ardent Liberal himself. He 
then went on to explain to me how it 
is that of all Mobammedan peoples, 
the Persians alone want a Constitution.

One of the most necessary re- 
the limitation of the powers of 
ial governors. Formerly. these 
governors could do as they pleased, and 
abominably they used their absolute 
power, Nothing so convinced travelled 
Persians that a change was necessary as 
tho atrocious and icresponsible wa; 
which these governors misused their 
power. 

Long before the Russo-Japanese war, 
the Persians had been thinking of 
establishing constitutional régime. 
Where the final impulse came from 
ho could not say. A wave of constitn- 
tionalism seemed to have lately swept 
over many countries, beginniog with 
Russia and ending with India. He 
did not think that Persia's example 
would have any influence on Indi 
Persians had at any rate no connexion 
with the Indian reformers. They would 
confine their attention entirely to 
Persia. 

As to Afghanistan, that country 
was practically sealed to Persia, partly 
‘on account of the difference in nati 
hharacter and ini religion ; the Afghans 
the Turks, Sunnites, while 
8 are Gheeites.

RUSSIAN EXECUTIONS. 


It is generally admitted here that 
the political outlook in Russia is, on 
the whole, better than it wan before 
the revolutionary movement began ; 
but the one black spot which cannot 
easily be explained away is the great 
increase in the number of executions. 
On the last day of June three n 
were executed in Odessa and three in 
Ri 























on an average: in Russia, ont 
as arnle for mnrder, tat for burglary 
or armed assault; these crimes being 
sometimes the outcome of revolationary 
attempts‘and sometimes the outcome of 
hunger. The disznst cansed here 
almost universally by this policy of 
slaughter is extremely great, as. the 
Russians are opposed to the death 
penalty and quite unacenstomed to it 
Up to a few years ago execntions 
were practically unknown in Russia; 
mnrderers—including parricides and 
multi-murderers—being sent for life 
to Saghalien and, until the outbreak 
of the revolution, the only execo- 
tions which old people here could 
remember were those of the men and 
women who assassinated Alexander II 
in 1881, Exactly why Russians hold 
these humanitarian views it is not easy 
to ascertain, but the Greek religion may 
have something to do with it, as the 
modern Greeks manifest the rame in- 
tense hatred of execntions, 
also as in Greece, the 
popular hatred of bloodshed on’ the 
scaffold extends even to the public ex- 
ecationer 50 that in both countries only 
the most degraded criminals can be 
persuaded to act in that capacity in 
order to save their own lives, Mean- 
while they are always in danxer of being 
lynched by the mob or assassinated by 
the friends of their victims, so that they 
have to live in a jail or fortress pract- 
cally as prisoners for 

The horror of the hangman's position 
here is shown by the fact that a few 
days ago the public executioner in 
Rieff went mad and tried to bura bim- 
self alive.

-—As a mere layman, Mr. F. W. 
letter, in your issue of to-day, 
ith joy and hope. I shall not 
ise to inquire why his comparison 
is drawn between a 28 candle power 
electric Iamp and 300 candle power 
gas lamp or even dispute the accuracy 
of bie alloring figares by which he 
proves to his own satisfaction, and 
Presumably to that of his numerous 
customers. that the illumination ean be: 
produced by gas of a candle power equal 
to that of electricity at four and a 
quarter times less cost. 

With his leave I will apply his 
figures to ordinary every day use, In 
my house I have 24 electric lights, 
about one-third of which might be 
burning at any one time, and my 
electrical account from the municipality 
forages about Tle. 8.00 per month. 
If, trusting to Mr. Potter's figures, I 























-|take ont the electric installation and 


put in gas can I rely upon an account 
from the Gas Company of under Th. 
2.00 per month. Mark you, I at 
present use ordinary carbon lamps and 
it for these I substitute Tungsten, 
Osram, or any other metallic filament 
lamp, I should be reasonably able to! 
rely on a reduction of my electric light 
bill of at least one-half. With a 
previous experience of the Gas Com- 
pany’s bills I am afraid that Mr.

Sim,—In looking at the long list of 
cases pending hearing at the Mixed 
Court, one will be startled to see how 
there happened to be so many cases : 
the principles of the law they cover, 
and the crores of taels at stake? The 
longer they wait, the more serious the 
loss will be to foreigners, because, if 
some party dies, there is no one to 
obtain redress from. this be 
claimed from the Government for 
showing connivance ? 

‘The majority of dealers, after fixing 
up the price, time of delivery and 
time of clearance of a cargo, close a 
deal with foreign firm irtually 
becomes a contract, and is governed 
under the law of contracts. But they 
do not keep # contract lately, and 
make endless excuses, trying to get 
out of it. ‘Their excuses rua up to 
this, in a few words : “exchange bad,” 
“market bad,” unoney vory tight” ; bat 
all these do not hold water with the 
Banks or foreign merchants abroad. A 
contract is a contract and must be kept 
as the forciga firms out here in tara 
have their contracts to falfl with 
merchants abroad and the local Banks. 
Any turn of this kind makes their 
position awkward. 

If one studies every case closely, 
you will find that the Chinese are very 
shrewd, and one will ultimately come 
to the conclusion that the Chinese who 
have failed to take up contracts, have 
one and all over-speculated with foreign 
money and cargo—heads he wins, tails 
T lose policy. 

Because they do not put down any 
margin money, and when they clear 
any cargo, they take care that they do 
not pay much, always reserviog = 
certain balance to clear up at the end. 
Ifall is well, they pay up, and if not, 
they stay away or go to the country. 

On the other hand, if there is any 
action by the Chinese against for- 
eigners, there are twelve Consular re- 
presentatives to dispense justice, and

Once more were residents roused from 
rest (or kept from it) by a tierce storm 
which assaulted houses and ships and 
all that offers itself ax the sport of the 








weather, with a ferocity which many of 
the weather-wise declare to have been 
unprecedented. Certain it is that those

Steam np and 
donble anchored no ship-master feelx 
secure in Hongkong harbowr when the 
warning is raised that a typhoon is 
pending. Experience has tanght 
them that the wisest precautions that

Frow the shore it wax impossible to 
see what wax happening in the harbour.

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Our last great typhoon came ia the 
day time aud in consequence was robbed 
of much of its horror. Men can face 
death with the greater serenity when 
the light of day lets them see what is 
before them. But on this occasion death 
challenged the sailor shronded in dark- 
ness. A cutter's crew from che Astrea, 
however, showed that to the British 
blue-jacket possible death, by light or 
darkness, has no terrors when the occa- 
deruands that brave men should be 
up and doing. Their action in pulling 
through the raging waters toa junk in 
distress and rescuing the crew, deserves 
to be recorded among the fine deeds 
which stand to the credit of the British 
Navy. Once again have our traditions 
been worthily upheld, Nor can we 
forbear from giving a word of well 
deserved praise to Mr. Turnbull of the 
O.P.R. service and numerous other 
‘younger members of the community wh 
id gallant service on the water front in 
saving life.

To it the roof-gardeo of the wealthy 
is as the two or three pot-plants of the 
man who as te calenlate in cents, To- 
day they are as one—mere battered 
wreckage of what was beautified and 
brightened. Unhappily it was not only 
in these directions that the storm 
expended its force. Some buildings 
were almost blown down and others: 
sustained a greater or less amount 
of damage, among them _ being 
Queen’s College, Kingsclere, Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson and Co's and the 
Pacific Mail Company's offices. Mat- 
sheds of couree were demolished in every 
quarter. The scaffoldings around the 
new Post Office and that around the 
new Law Courts were wrecked and many 
buildings in the eastern part of the 
town were damazed through trees being 
blown against them. ‘The devastation 
to trees has been simply enormous. 
Everywhere the roads are strewn, not’ 
only with huge branches, but with fall 
grown trees which were apparently 
firmly rooted and which might bay 
been expected to withstand any storm. 
One of the noble palms in front of the 
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Hongkong sod Shanghai Baok was 
blown down across the road. 

At present it is impossible to estimate 
the damage. That it has been great is 
beyond qnestion. To pat the thorough- 
fares in order, remove all the litter and 
repair damage to Government buildings 
will put another strain upon the Colony's 
finances. Individuals and companies 
will also have to face heavy disburse- 
ments.

‘Telephone wires were 
down all over the city and it will take 
some time to repair the damage. It is 
calculated that 390 wires have been 
broken in Victoria and about 70 or 80 
in Kowloon.

WELL DONK, ABTRAKA ! 

The story of the rescues from a 
Chinese junk by the crew of H. M. 8. 
Astraea’s cutter, as told by Mr. J. 
M’Laughlin, the torpedo officer who 
steered the ‘cutter, to. a representative 
of the “8. C.-Morning Post," is as 
follows :— 

“Just on 11.30 p.m. on Monday | 
was on deck in the Astras when a big 
junk passed close to. us, tched 
ber and saw her collide with a Ger- 
man steamer and swamp, —_ though 
the did no Imwediately 1 
reported to First Liewt. Goesett, who 
was on duty, that junk’ was 
swamped. Then ancther man and [ 
ran to the searchlights and I played 
them on the junk which was abont 300 
yards away. [t was blowing very hard 
ind the typhoon was going. strongly.

test hesitation. I jumped 
aboard and took charge. The crew were: 
Petty Officer Cox, Leading Seaman 
Gardener, Able Seamen Matthens, 
Christian, Pearse, 1g Cros, 
Stroyan, Devereux, Brooks, 
son, and Stoker Hinton, The 
boat was a twelve-oared open cutter. 
The Astrea kept her seurchlights on 
tus as we wade for the junk.

Then we 
turned round to go back to the cruiser. 
It was blowing very hard and seemed 
to be getting worse. The sea was run- 
ning high, at times about twenty feet | 
should say, and we were continually 
shipping seas—one man baled hard all 
the time. We tried hard to reach the 
cerniser, the men enconraging each other 
and quite cool and happy, but the 
typhoon vas too strong. We were 
beaten. The searchlights were playing

to reach merchant steamer, but once 
more we failed.

The other men soon pulled him 
‘out but he was unconscious and we had 
to bring him round by artificial respira- 
tion—he is still rather sick. I had 
naturally waited till my men were all 
‘on shore and had not noticed a China- 
man in the boat, When I got on 
the wharf some one called ont that 
we had forgotten a Chinaman. [ 
began to take off my coat, bat the men 
held me and Christian leaped for the 
boat, got it and rescued the Chinaman 
—it was the one with the cut head. 
Then the boat was stove in and sank. 
Tt was a curious scene when we were 
all on the wharf. The Chinese clang 
round my neck erying and ponring out 
Chinese, ata great rate, My men were 
a little unnerved, too, and they came

They did grand work 
‘and not one gave in, though we were 
pulling at fall speed from twenty 
minntes to twelve until a quarter past 
one. We were taken to St. George's 
Club by the members, and entertai 
ed. T went to the Dock, with one 
man, but found that all communica- 
tion was broken, so I wrote ont a 
tpport ‘and left it’ to be sent as soon 
ss possible, It got through about 
8 am. and when the men heard we 
were all safe they cheered from end 
to end of the Astrea, You see they 
had lost us with the flashlights when 
we made for the shore and they thonght 
we were finished. Well,when I got back 
toithe St. George's, our party got 
together and with grest diffienlty made 
for Morray Barracks. The men were 
singing g leatily “A Life on the Ocean 
Ware" and dodging projectiles on the 
way! We stayed there all that night 
and when we went on board the Astrea 
we had a splendid reception. The Cap- 











tain sent for me—vwell, it doesn’t matter 
he said, but we all got plenty of 
praise. I would like you to specially 
thank Capt Mier, a Lieat. Talloch 
and the hose good work 
probably saved our lives. The military 
officers bad been watching the rescue 
from Murray Barracks and when they 
‘saw us making for the shore they rashed 
down in cloaks and pyjamas and were 
there to help.

Special arrange- 
ments are being made to instenet 
children touched with tubercalosis, for 
the “white man’s plagne” is a terrible 
scourge in many parts of America, 
Cculists too are on the examining staffs, 
and although official reports have not 
yet been turned in, it can be gathered 
that defective eye-right among American 
children ix extraordinarily prevalent. 
Five out of the firat ten children ex- 
amined proved to be deficient in 
thin respect ; one could not read letters 
fan inch high at a distance of six feet,

A’ movement is also on foot to 
provide free meals for those children 
who are habitually sent to school with- 
ont food on account of their extreme 
poverty.

‘THE CURRENCY Law. 


The new currency law bas 
into effect aod Secretary Cortelyon has, 
issned a notice as to the methods by 
which application may be made for 
additional currency. Not less than ten 
banks occupying contiguous territory, 
with a minimuin aggregate capital and 
surplas of $5,000,000 may organize an 
association, and, providing thac every 
individual bank must have unimpaired 
capital and surplus of not less than 
20 per cent, any member of the 
association with ontstanding circular 
notes of not less than 40 per cent 
of its capital, may obtain addition- 
al circulating notes by submitting appli- 
cations to the treasury department of 
the United States through the officers

JAPANESE TRADE. 


The following passages are from the 
Report on the Trade of Japan for 1907 
by Mr. E. F. Crowe, Commorcial 
Attaché to His Majesty's Embassy.

TRADE MARKS. 

The question of trade-marks was 
referred to in last year's report, but 
the great interest which has been take 
in the subject during 1907 makes it 
necessary to deal with it again, 

British merchants and mannfactarers 
should remember that according & 
apanese law no protection is given t 
any save registered marks or marke 
which were in use in Japan before Ju! 








11, 1899, and it is therefore essential 


that every British manufacturer and 
merchant who owns a trade-mark for 
gonds which are likely to find « sale 
in the Far East, should either register 
his mark in Japan or send proof to the 
Patent Bnrean in Tokio of the uso of 
his mark prior to July 1, 1899. But 
this of course does not apply to those 
unfortunate cases where the mark has 
already been registered by » pirate and, 
hhas been unchallenged for three years: 
for these there is apparently no remedy 
at present. 

The “Black and White” whisky 
case was responsible for the marked 
attention which the foreign press and 
public gave to trade-mark matters in 
Japan. The case has been so fully 
reported on elsewhere that the bare out- 
lines will saffice here.

The judgement was upheld by the 
Sapreme Court, who laid down that, 
as far ns a criminal act was concerned, 
ignorance of the publication of a mark 
in the Trade-mark Gazette constituted 
a valid excuse as regards the 
knowledge” count. The iofringer 
therefore escaped all punishment, but to 
make toatters worse. he had succeeded 
in obtaining registration at the Patent 
Boreau of his imitation mark containing 
the words * Black and White. 

Tt is gratifying, however, to be able 
to-state that this justice was subsequent- 
ly rectified, and the registration of the 
mark eancelled. Also since then high 
Japanese Authorities have lust no 
opportunity of expressing their inten 
tion to afford proper protection t» the 
rightful owners of industrial property. 
so that the general position with regard 
to trademarks may 
proved, Unfortunately there is not as 
yet any Merchandise Marks Act or any 
strong. public opinion which cao act as 
a check on the piracy of unregistered 
marks, bat the interest which the ver- 
nacnlar press are uow tuking in this 
subject is « healthy sign. 

There is ove point brought out by 
the ** Black and White" ease to which 
attention shonld be drawn, ‘That 
the desirability of marking goods with 
the words * Toroku-Shohyu” (in Jap~ 
anesecharacters),which mean “registered 
trade-mark.” The Japanese Patent Law 
makes it compulsory for every patented 
article 10 bear the words * Patented

In the study of the figures of Japan's 
foreign trade there is one important 
factor which must be borne in mind. The 
falsification of invoices in cases where 
the duty on the goods imported is an 
ad valorem one, or where there is an 
advalorem consumption tax, bas grown 
during the past year or two to such a 
serious extent that the matter cannot 
be passed over without attention being 
drawn to it. An exact estimate is 














ofcourse quite impossible, but it 
safe to compute the real value of 
the goods imported st ¥1,000,000 
more than the declared value. For 
importers who comply with the. 
Customs regalations the question is 
one of the greatest moment, as 
through the dishonest methods of some 
of their competitors business ix slipping 
out of their hands. ‘The principle item 
in which this method is practised is 
machinery, on which the duty is fifty 
per cent ad valorem. Without wishing 
for_n moment to disparage the cap- 
abilities of the Japanese Customs, it is 
extremely doubtful whether aoy np: 
praiser, unless he be « specially trained 
expert, would be able to estimate the 
true value uf the many varieties of 
machines which are now imported into 
this country, and would be capable of 
detecting the dodges of fraudulent 
importers.

CR TO WRITISH MERCHANTS. 

British merchants should not fail to 
notice that thequickest way tomailletters 
to Japan is vii Siberia. The Canadian 
service is almost as fast, but cannot 
compare with the other in frequency : 
merchants should therefore make a point 
of obtaining the latest information on 
this subject from the nearest post office. 

Furthermore, inquiries are often re- 
ceived from manufacturers and mer- 
chants at home who merely ask for the 
names of the principal firms handling 
certain lines of goods out here, Except 
in cases where any special information 
is required it would save » good deal 
of time if the said manufacturers 
and merchants would apply to the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch for 
pares of the leading British firms in 
Japan, May of them have offices io 
London. and business. might be 
arranged inmediately to the advantage 
of both parties. 

Otherwise two or three months must 
elapse before the firma are placed in 
communication with each other.

TRADE-MAR 
IN KOREA. 


THE JAPAN-AMBRICAN TREATY. 








On the 30th ultimo the Japanese 
Privy Council approved a treaty signed 
by Japan and America relating to the 
protection of patents, trade-marks, and 
sopyright in Korea and (hina, and also 
regulations relating to the protection in 
Korea of industrial property. The 
Treaty reads as follows : 

—The Japanese Govern- 
all cause to be enforced in 
Korea, simultaneously wita theoperation 
of this Conveution, laws and regulations 
relative to inventions, designs, trade- 
marks, and copyrights, similar to those 
which now exist in Japan. These laws 
and regulations are to the applicable to 
‘American citizens in Korea equally as 




















to Japanese and Korean subjects, 
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In case the existing laws and regula- 
tions of Japan referred to in the preced- 
ing paragraph shall hereafter be modi- 
fied, those laws and regulations enforced 
in Korea shall also be modified according 
to the principle of such new legislation. 

Article II.—The Government of the 
United States of America engages that 
case of the infringement by American 
citizens of inventions, designs, trade- 
marks or copyrights entitled to protec- 
tion in Korea, such citizens shal 
these repects be under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the Japanese Courts, the 
jurisdiction of the United States being 
waived in these particulars. 

Article [LI.—Citizens of possessions 
belonging to the United $ ates shall 

in respect to the application of the 
present Convention, the same treatment 
as citizens of the United States. 

Article IV.—Korean subjects shall 
enjoy in the United States the same 
protection as native citizens in regard to 
inventions, desi 
copyrights upon fulfilment of the for- 
malities prescribed by the laws and 
regulations of he United States. 

Article V.—Tnventions, designs, 
trade-marks, and copyrights duly 
patented or registered iu Japan by 
citizens of the United States prior to 
the enforcement of the laws and regula 
tions mentioned in Article I. hereof, 
shall without farther procedure be 
entitled, under the present Convention, 
to the same protection in Korea as is 
‘or may hereafter be there accorded, to 
the same industrial and literary pro- 
erties similary patented or registered 
by Japanese or Korean subjects. 

Inventions, designs, trade-marks, and 
copyrights duly patented or registered 
in the United States by citizens or 
subjects of either High Contracting 
Party or by Korean subjects prior to 
the operation of the present Convention 
shall be entitled to patent or registration 
in Korea without the payment of any 
foes, provided that said inventions, 
designs, trade-marks, and copyrights 
are of such @ cheracter as to permit of 
their patent or registration under the 
laws and regulations above mentioned, 
and provided further that sucb patent 
or registration is effected within a period 
of one year after this Convention comes 
into force. 

‘Article VIL—Exch High Contracting 
Party engages to extend to the citizens 
or subjects of the other Contracting 
Party the same treatment in Korea in 
the matter of protection of their com- 
mercial names as they enjoy in the 
dominions and possessions of such 
Contracting Party under the Conven- 
tion for the protection of Industrial 
Property signed at Paris, March 20th, 
1883. 

“Hong” marke shall be considered 
tobe commercial names for the purpose 
of this Convention. 

Article VIL.—The present Conven- 
tion shall be ratified, and the ratifica- 
tions thereof shall be exchanged at 
Tokio as soon as possible, 

It shall come into force ten days after 
such exchange of ratifications. 
















































THE OPIUM 
MOVEMENT. 
The following letter appears in ** The 


Times" from its Shanghai correspon-

While applauding ~ the genuineness 
of the determination of China's Govern- 
ment to stamp out this great enrse,” he 
observes that the Empire is “a lnose 
federation of semi-independent provin- 
cial Governments," implying, 1 pre- 
sume, that from such « body-politi- too 
much must not be expected; aud 
finally, le says that * the results up to 
now are simply marvellous.” In one 
I concurin this conclusion ; the results 
of the Chinese Government's policy are 
simply marvellous in England and other 
countries where ill-balanced sentiment 
often outweighs the teachings of history 
and political science ; but, when he 
quotes the best observers on the spot, 
such as Sir John Jordan, Sir Robert 
Hart, and the Peking Correspondent 
of * The Times" as sharing his opinion 
as to marvellous results in CI 
only say that the wish must 
father to the statement, for not one of the 
three gentlemen to whom he refers 
holds, or has held, this opinion. The 
are, as we all are, entirely sympathy 
assured also of the genuine national 
palse at the back of the movement, and 
the strength of public opinion ; but they 
suspend judgement,as all but enthusiasts 
must do, in deciding as to the genuine- 
ness and effect of the Governwent’s 
attitude and actions.

of the question, 
the side which the curiously optimist 
attitude of modern homanitaria 
declines to consider, let me 
actual words of an English mi 
doctor, an observer far more 
than any gatherer of fac 
opinions in Peking. Dr. Main, of the 
Church Missionary Hospital at Hang- 
chow says -— 

For more than a quarter of a centary’ 
we have made consistent protest against 
the habit, and have held out « helping 
hand to those who were anxions to be 
cured of the vice. A few weeks before 
the closing of the dens we had more 
applicants for admission to the refuge 
than we could receive. At one time we 
had.as many as fifty-five. Sincetheclosing 
of the dens, anti-opinm pills, containi 
morphia or opium in some fornr, 
been freely distributed by the gent 
and shops for the sale of these an! 
opium pills are opened everywhere and 
doing a roaring trade. Onur refage has 
been empty for months, and in fact we 
have now no use for it, 
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Some have been cured, but most of 
those who frequented the opium de 
have simply replaced the pipe by mor. 
phia pills, and the last state is. wor 
than the first. The Goverument hms 
yet a big job before it, and the end in 
view may be best attained through the 
recent agreement between England in 
China, which provides for a paral 
reduction of the growth of opium in 
Ching and the importation of the drug 
from India, and the strict prohibition 
of morphia into the country. The 
forwer obligation is a most important 
one and will have to be very carefully 
watched, and unless the officials exert 
themselves in a very different way in 
the future from what they have done 
in the past, we “h'ae our doots" as to 
the results being satisfactory. ‘There 
is no love lost between the officials ani 
the people: the chief aim of most 
officials. is to grind like a soulles 
machine as much money as they can, 
and that ax quickly as possible, out vi 
the people. The greed of gain is the 
rock on many of them split, 
‘There are a few exceptions to this rul, 
and we meet occasionally officials why 
really care for the tn of the 
people, and who find in doing so thy 
are advancing the interests of their 
country. 

Tn conclusion, let me refer to the fina 
paragraphs of Mr. Taylor's letter, 
which contain a remarkable misstate 
ment of my criticism of Japan's action 
in the matter of this opium question 
If he will read my article again he will 
see that I did not refer to the Japanese 
Government's “indifference in Korea” 
nor to her action in any territory under 
her own protection or control. What 
I did say, and maintain, ix that if 
England is supporting the Chine 
Government in abolishing opium-suick- 
ing in Chinese territory, ite attitode 
would gain in fore and effect if 
supported by our Japanese allies,” and 
I pointed out that in which 
is Chinese territory, the Japanese au- 
thorities are openly encouraging the 
opium traffic, Unjustifiably substitu:

cause of the policy adopted by British 
colonies in the Enst—eg., Hongkong 
and the Straits Settlement—In dealing 
with the opium qnestion, If this 
argument means hing it means 
that he condones Japan's arbitrary die 
regard of the opium edicts in Chins 
because certain British colonies have 
led to apply experience and com- 
‘mon sense, rather than impetuous senti- 
mentality, to this important question. 
Apart from the financial results of the 
abolition of licensed opium-smokiog, 
which must involve a complete resd- 
justment of taxation, ete., in thee 
colonies, and, therefore, demand 
reasonable period of transition, it is 
evident to the trained . experience and 
intelligence of administrators on the 
spot that, until the Chinese Govern- 
ment have given satisfactory proof of 
their honest intention to suppress 
(gradually) the cultivation of opiam. 
any drastic regulations rendering its 
consumption illegal would not only be 
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fatile, but would result (as in many 
native cities of China at this moment) 
in abuses (such as opium-smoking in 
brothels, etc.) which are reduced to a 
minimum under the licensing system. 

Bat you can no more abolish opiam- 
smoking by Imperial edict or pious 
opinions in China than you can suppress 
‘the use of alcoholic liquor by Act of 
Parliament in England. Only pablic 
opinion can achieve these results, the 
active conscience of a determined 
majority, And pending evidence, 
genuine evidence, of the effect of such 
‘8 foree of public opinion as shall put » 
stop to the caltivation of 
(and thus abolish opium) 
responsible for the prosperity and good 
order of British colonies are, in my 
opinion, acting only with a proper 
sense of their responsibility and duty 
when, following the example of the| su 
Government of India, they agree to 
the be grado abolition of the opiom 

raffic, pari with the decrease in 
poteales of the Chinese drug. 

But if, as the result of the abolition 
of opium smoking, we are to witess 
(ag seems most probable) the wide- 
spread introduction of morphia and 
cocaine, the Anti-Opium League 
have added to the burden of Chi 
ills something for which ignorance will 
be no sufficient excuse and sentiment 
no remedy.

2 per catty and 
Mr. Erskine at Tis. 4-5 per picul, 
His Lordship. fore, proposed, 
throngh the plaintiff's counsel, that he 
should, with regard to these four items, 
go with the plaintiff and in the presence 
of the defendants’ counsel take from 
the godown samples of each of the 
four articles, It appeared to hin 
Lordship that if the plaintiff went to 
the godown he would be able to find 
samples from the amount of goods he 
had stored there. These samples were 
to be put in sealed envelopes and 
banded to his Lordship. The plaintiff 
could come to Court and give any 
evidence of any difference in the gooda 
1s the result of lapse of time or through 
damage by fire or water, and then bi 
Lordship would take steps to h 
‘an independent valuation made. He 
thought that the best way to obtain 
this valuation would be to hand the 
envelopes to the Chinese Medicine 
Guild. 

His Lordship, in reply to Mr. Oppe, 
said that if he gave jadgement on the 
evidence he had at the moment he 
would have no security that he was 
doing justice in thie case and there 
would be probably other litigation. In 
this case there was an entire lack of 
expert evidence by » person who under- 
stood’ both the English and Chinese 
languages. His Lordship was not 
satisfied that the two parties were 
speaking of the same thing when they 
gave these widely differing values, 

After some farther argument by 
counsel, his Lordship said that he would 
adjonm the matter and give leave to 
apply. Counsel had better obtain 
these samples as soon as possible. 

Mr. Oppe did not know that the 
godown was in existence. 

Mr. Walker said that the goods 
had been under the supervision of tke’

His Lordship said that if counsel 
found when they inspected the godown 
that no part of what had been insored 
vas there, it would have to be explained 
as to how these goods had disappeared. 
If samples from this conld not be 
obtained, counsel for plaintiff must 
prodace in Conrt a sample which he 
‘was prepared to swear was the same as 
the sample which plaintiff insured.

During the 
conversation accused said that his 
mother would be in Shanzhai in two 
weeks’ time, and said that he possessed 
three carriages and several nice rooms, 
Accused told witness that he was em- 
Bloyed at an Iosaraace Uomspany bat 
did not state in what compa 
cused used to come nearly 
after he made witness’ acquaintance, 
and was asking witness why she did not 
‘baild small houses on the land she owned, 
and if she wanted to sell that land, 
Witness did not wish to sell the land, 
but accused was eager to buy the 
ground. One day accused came to 
witness and ssid that a Indy from the 
Bristol Hotel had gone into hospital 
‘and was going to die and that sccused 
‘was given all her jewellery to give to her 
sister if she died.

Bank (Savings Bank) with sccused. 
‘The books, which were signed by her 
‘mother and brother, were given to the 
man in the bank, who added the total 
up and found that it was $1,466 ands 
fow cents. The bank gave Heraux 
$1,466, and accused gave witness’ 
mother the $66 and a few cents. 


William Brandt, of Messrs Brandt 
& Rodgers, 131 Szechuen Rosd, 
stated that he became acquainted with 
‘accused when he came to pay the rent 
of s tenant witness had. Accused 
used to come off and on, One day 
Heraux proposed to witness buying 
‘an insarance policy. Accused stated 
that he had s scheme on to buy 
& policy from a friend of his who 
was to leave Shanghai shortly, and 
he required Tls.. 8,000 to bay 
thie policy, which would matore 
soon, bat witness refased to give him 
any money. The next time acensed came 
he wag accompanied by a trustworthy and 
wealthy native who introduced accused 
to witness and said that accused wanted 
‘ loan, and this loan was for baying 
up insurance policies ; the name of the 
native was Say-Zoong. Witnens asked 
Heraux if he was working in the ( 

Mutual Life Insurance, and he ea 
war, at a salary of Tis. 300 » month. 
Accused stated ho was making money 
‘and wanted Tis. 3,000 there and then, 
this being part of the Tle. 8000 
required, on which he said he could 
make fifty per cent which would be 
proportionately divided accordinggo the 
‘amount put in, Accused told witness 
he was getting on well, aod his mother, 
who hada lot of money, was coming to 
Shanghai, and that he was getting mar- 
ried. This all happened before May 18. 
On the afternoon of May 18 Heraux 
came to witness and said “If you 
cannot give me Tis. 3,000, can you 
give me less?" Witness was willing to 
give accused Ts. 1,000. Witness told 
accused if he brought the policy and 
it witness could endorse it; be would 
advance accused Tls. 3,000, this accused 
replied he was unable to do, as he had 
to pay Tis. 8,000 to get the policy. 
Accused came in the afternoon aod 
wrote out four promissory notes for four 
monthly instalments, and the profit wss 
{to be Tis. 125 according to Heraux’s 
calculation. Witness gave accused Ts. 
1,000, and as he had not seen 

policy asked for some kind of a seci 
Accused said he would give him his 
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farniture. The list of fornitare and 
bills were attached to the document. 
Witness told accused that this mort- 
gage was useless and wanted Zay Zoong 
to sign as guarantor. In June accused 
called, and the first promissory note 
was dae. Witness sent the shroff to 
Herauz’s office, but he came back and 
said that he had had trouble.

THE ANTI-GAMBLING 
CAMPAIGN. 

It was hardly to be expected that 
New York State on the morrow of its 
hard-won victory against gambling 
would tolerate the public quotation of 
odds on the chances of candidates for 
election to the Presidency. Our 
Washington correspondent refers to 
insurance policies alleged to be issued 
by Lloyds on Mr. Taft's clection, but 
it in to be inferred that these differ 
only in terms from the more fatniliar 
argon of the betting ring. If 
prosecation is pressed home snocess- 
fully, there is likely to be no limit to 
the scope of the American anti- 
gambling laws, and «chance wager on 
the day’s thermometer record may bring 
the thoughtless within their meshes. 
The prohibition of gambling on race- 
courses is the Intest triumph of Governor 
Hoghes in his purse of New. York 
State, but victory was not achieved 
without fierce and dramatic struggle. 
Though passed by tho Assembly by a 
large majority, the measure enconntered 
strenuous opposition in the Senate, and 
at the regular session the vote on the 
Bill stood, 25 For and 25 Against. 
Between that time and the date of the 
extraordinary session not a member 
changed his views, but the election to « 
vacant seat gave the necessary ninjority 
to the Governor's side. At the last 
moment one of the supporters of the Bill 
was taken ill and had to be operated 
tupon, but his presence in the Senate 
could not be dispensed with, and he 
was brought from a bed of sickness to 
record his vote. Other States are 
radually following New York’s lead, 
and the anti-gambling crusade bids fair 
to become as popular in America asthe 
prohibition campaign.

VICEROY TUAN 
FANG AND THE

ESCAPE FROM 
THE MUNICIPAL 
GAOL. 


BRUTAL ASSAULT ON A WARDER. 
On Friday afternoon four long- 





























sentence convicts at the Municipal gaol 
effected their escape after a serious, and 
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to to be fe-red 8 fatal, assault opon 
an Indian warder, The gaol is heing 
extended, and the prisoners concerned 
were occupied in making concrete 
blocks for the walls. They were chained 
nd. were. under the 
supervision of an Indian warder. who 
was armed with a sword and a carbine. 
Several Public Works Department 
coolies were also engaged in the same 
work, when, without apy explanation, 
the warder marched his charges round 
to the North side of the building, where 
there is a water-tap that is used in 
making the cement. When the party 
bad tarned the corner the convicts and 
their custodian were out of sight of the 
coolies, and it was not until some 
minutes had elapsed, and there was 
no sign of the men returning that 
the foreman in charge of the work 
called the attention of « European 
warder to the incident. No water was 
needed at the time, so the foreman's 
suspicions were aroused by the convicts’ 
long absence. When ao search was 
made the body of the warder was found 
in @ pool of blood close to the tap, and 
there was no sign of the convicts. It 
was soon evident that they liad forced 
‘an entrance into s tarret in the north- 
east corner of the gaol, and thence 
dropped over the wall. It is suppose 
that they first broke their chains with 
the heavy wooden rams used in concrete 
making. 

‘The warder was at once removed to 
the infirmary, bat bis injaries proved 
to be of a very serious nature, and he 
was unable to give an account of the 
occurrence. He was stabbed in several 
places on the body, and the back of his 
head had been crushed by a blow from 
ahenvy weapon, It is feared that the 
man will snecumb to bis injuries. 

‘What happened can only be sre- 
mised. Possibly the warder being 
thirsty took the party round to the 
tap, so that he could obtain » drink. 
While he was leaning forward with his 
lead under the tap his sword was 
seized and he was stabbed in several 
places. On his falling to the ground 
his assailants seized his carbine, with 
which they clubbed hi over the head. 
They then freed themselves of their 
ctains, and made their escape in the 
manner described, taking the sword and 
carbine with then). 

All the prisor ors were undergoing 
long sentences, aid one of them was 
fan unnsnally powerful man, The gaol 
regulations strictly prohibit warders 
from going close to their charges, and 
0 long as they face them from a short 
distance away they are fully able to 
protect themselves from attack, A 
reward of $50 -has been placed on the 
head of each of the fugitives, and the 
country in the neighbourhood of the 
gaol has been scoured for traces of 
them in their fight.

T have no record of the transac 
tion. In Shanghai, when euch me- 
dicines are sold to medical practitioners, 
no record is kept of the sale. Miss 
Anderson has told me herself that she 
is a doctor. On that assurance I let 
her have these morphia pills. The 
pills, as far as I. can recollect, 
contained a small fraction of a 
Brain of morphin and I think, they 
were made by Parke, Davis and Co- 
of Detroit. ‘They are made up in 
varying strength and those which I 
keep in stock contained one-balf, one 
~quarter, one-sixth and one-eighth of a 
grain of morphia, respectively. As I 
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had known Miss Anderson for the last 
ten or fifteen years I did not hesitate 
to supply her.

From Messrs. Invent & Co.'s Weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, August 6, 1908. 


‘The market is still very quiet but there is perhaps 
more disposition to buy for the River Ports, and dealers 
are hopeful of seeing more doing ss the hot weather 
draws to a close. When offers are made for goods 
ex godown, they areas s rule at very low rates : in 
many kinds of fancy goods it is very difficult to find 
out what prices are being taken by sellers, as dealers 
who have orders to place always profess that they can 
bay on an extremely low basis. It is surprising that 
supplies of dyed goods continue to be brought forward 
‘on at the rate of 9 million yards « month, seeing that! 
many of them can hardly bring anything like replacing 
cost ; making all allowances for which are not in over 
there must be a fair proportion of the new 
coming forward to a niarket in which a loss is 
inevit it is 
more than probable that there will be a oonsiderable 
curtailment of supplies throughout the next four months. 
In special classes of goods like the lower qualities of 
Figured Cotton Lastings there is more enquiry but 
offers for old stocks are extremely unsatisfactory. It is 
however a change for the better that enquiries for the 
goods are more frequently made ; if stocks are at last 
ronning down sellers may be able to get ri 
holdings at a smaller sacrifice than would ha 
possible a month or two ago. 

Enquiry from Tientsin is still very small at 
Newchwang prices are fairly good but the disorganised 
state of the currency makes the returns from there 
unsatisfactory. 

Exchange is still a depressing feature in the trade; 
there see be no life in tho silver market mainly 
‘owing to absence of demand. Production of gold is 
increasing steadily, whilst the cost of production is being 
materially reduced ; this will tend to increase production 
still further ; the reduction at some of the leading South 
African mines is remarkable of which the following are

Translation of letter from the Taotai to 
the Senior Consul, dated July 6, 1908. 

This is to state that the Mixed Coart 
Magistrate has written a petition stat- 
ing that the foreign policeman resident 
at the Court hax of late suddenly 
entered the prison for males and females 
without authority and made inquiries 
of prisoners. The runners and warders 
have no means of preventing this pro- 


cooding. He further observes that 
these foreign police resident at the 
Court, first came with the object only 
of dealing with cases brought up by the 
Police at the moruing sitting, and did 
not interfere in auy other matter. Of 
late, however, by their constant en- 
trance into the prisons for men and 
women they have certainly encroached 
upon authority and exceeded bounds. 
The women's prison at the Court 
chietly coutains prisoners the length of 
whose sentences has been fixed by the 
Magistrate with the Consular Anthor- 
ities, and the men's prison chiefly 
contains prisoners who are in debt in 
Chinese and foreign cases. In every 
instance the procedure is in accordance 
with the sentence and there is no 
injustice involved. And if indeed there 
were injustice an appeal should be made 
to the higher anthority by the prisoners’ 
families or relatives, and thix policeman 
should ask no questions in the matter, 
Police duties and the duties of safe 
cuntody are separate responsibiiti 
The responsibilities in connexion with 
the Court prison are, of course, borne by 
the Magistrate and the Chief Gaoler 
Lu; nor is the Magistrate aware as to 
what persons ordered this policeman to 
carry ont his instructions. Since, more- 
over, the sentences of prisoners in the 
House of Detention, with the exception 
of defendants in Chinese civil suits, are 
all decided by the Magistrate in con- 
junction with the Consuiar Authorities, 
this conduct on the part of the police- 
man is not only prejudici 
sovereign rights, bat is also an et 
croachment upon the powers of the 
Consular Authorities. It cannot be 
goaranteed that there are no shameless 
persons among the prisoners who on 
seeing that this policeman comes to 
make ingtiries will avail themselves 
of the opportunity to distort the 
circumstances of their case, and 
make false statements to him. The 
policeman, pethaps, listening to their 
one-sided version will request the 
judicial official for a revision, and many 
difficulties will result. Numerous abuses 
will also follow, taking their rise from 
this. The Magistrate, therefore, addresses 
8 petition to the Taotai asking him to

The Magistrate is in receipt of a 
letter with directions from the Taotai, 
stating that he has recently heard that 
the Municipal Couneil depates police- 
men to make Chinese prisoners, more 
than one hundred in nomber, go in 
rows of fonr chained together, all wear- 
ing convict dress, to perform hard 
labour on roads. This cireamstance is 
most pitiable, Although it is a rale of 
the Mixed Court that prisoners should 
perform hard labour, and this rulé can 
at ordinary times be strictly carried out, 
it appears that at this season of mid- 
summer, in accordance with the law of 
this country there is a regulation which 
provides for merciful treatment of per- 
sons under punishment. That the 
criminals in the Settlement still carry 
chains as usual, and perform hard 
labour in the hot air and the blazing 
sun, is thus certainly too rigorous 
and is in disagreement with Chinese 
law. The Taotai, therefore, directs 
that the matter be thoroughly discussed 
with « view to preventing this practice. 

The Magistrate has to observe that 
in China punishment during judicial 
proceedings ceases in the summer, and 
in procednre as to punishable offences 
feelings of burannity for the people play 
apart, The law as thus, established is 
most excellent, 

‘Thas the practice of sending criminals 
vonfined in the foreign gaol into the hot. 
air and blazing sun, carrying chains and 
performing hard labour asusnal, is wholly 
Jacking in merey upon the criminals, 
‘The Magistrate has accordingly to 
write informing the Senior Consul, and 
Legging him out of charity and mercy 
for these criminals to evince simile 
sentiments and remit their hard labour. 
It is hoped also that directions will be 
sgiven to the Police to this end, and 
that after consideration a reply will be 
rade as a basis for a petition in reply,

In reply thereto it may, in the 
Conneil’s opinion, be sufficient to state 
that the whole system of treatment of 
these convicts is widely different to that 
commonly accorded to Chinese prisoners 
in the custody of their owa officials, and 
application of the final test, that of 
results, will not fail to assure the 
‘Magistrate that the foreign method in 
‘vogne at the Gaol, thongh rigorous, is 
satisfactory and humane. The building:

Apart from this, however, suspicion 
ot _ wanting that the letter in ques- 
tion has been actuated, not by any 
gennine concern as to the prisoners’ 
welfare, but rather by a desire to 
interfere in matters of administration 
in the Settlement which are beyond the 
writer's province. Were this not so it 
would have been more conrteous, and at!

Translation of letter from the Taotai 
to the Senior Consul, dated July 13, 
1908. . 

‘The Taotai bas hereby to state that 
on April 11, a letter was received on 
the subject of the anauthorized filling, 
beyond the Settlement boundary, of the 
Chuen Hong Pang at the junction of 
the Shanghai and Paoshan districts, and 
the construction of a road thereon. This 
letter was to the effect that the filling 
‘of the boundary creek in this place was 
simply for parposes of sanitation and in 
the public interest,and that the Municipal 
Conncil guaranteed that the boundary 
‘stones would not be removed and had 
carefully observed this guarantee, 

After giving directions to the Shang- 
bai and Paoshan M rates: 
to investigate this point, the Taotai ix 

in receipt of their petition in reply, 
stating that althongh the boundary 
stones have not been removed, the 
boundary creek rnnning from Enst 
to West from Honan Road to 
Chekiang Road has been filled, and x 
road constructed thereon, 

The Taotai has to observe that 
thongh this creek ix public proper 
the Municipal Council has not in 
cordance with rules paid a price for 
leasing it or received a Taotai’s deed, 
bat has filled it without authority, and 
in so doing has gravely contravened 
the treaty regulations of both eountries. 
The Manicipal Conncil should there- 
fore, of course, be directed to reopen 
the ereek as before and restore the 
original bonndary. 

The Tontai has ths again to writ 
a letter requesting the Seu 
kindly to take note and give direc 
to the Municipal Council to take netion 
in obedience. A reply is awaited. 

































Translation of letter from the Taotai 
to the Senior Consul, dated July 13. 
1908. 


The Tantai is in receipt 
dated July 10, from the Chief Police 
Burean in the Northeru district, to the 
effect that on July 8 the Inspector in 
charge of the sub-office petitioned that 
to the west of the Panshan Road outside 
the railway-station railiog and beyond 
the Settlement boundary stones, the 
Manicipal Council's people were repair- 
ing and constructing the road, and 
that the Settlement boundary stones, 
originally placed there, were being” 
gradually baried. ‘The sub-office re- 
quested that an inspection be held at 
‘once for the preservation of the Settle-

ment bosndary, 
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The Chief Police Bureau after then 
sending an officer to make an investi- 
gation, now states that the ground out- 
side the railway-station railing was 
formerly the south bank of the Pok 
Chuen Hong Pang : that formerly there 
were boundary stones standing up. 
conspicuously: but that last year the 
‘Tramway Company snddenly filled up 
this creek along the Railway-station 
railing and placed rails there. Though 
their action was then an encroachment 
the Chinese Settlement, the 
boundary stones could still be dis 
gnished ; that the Municipal Council is 
now constructing » road to the south 
of the rails in the very middle of the 
boundary stones; that ‘on examination 
it is found that one boundary stone has 
‘already been taken up, that another 
had been loosened on all sides with « 
view to its removal, and that there is 
only one other which projected from 
the ground a few feet which is being 
surrounded by bricks, so that it is to be 
feared that all traces of it will soon 
disappear: that apparently this en- 
croachment and destruction of boundary 
stones is wholly improper. It is thus 

nested that a commonication b 
addressed to the Senior Consal prohi 
ing this action, and requiring that the 
boundary stones be placed as before, 
and their destruction be not allowed. 
‘A map is also enclosed. 


‘The Taotai upon receipt of this letter 
observes that the action of the Municipal 
Council in fllingfthe Shanghai-Paoshan 
boundary creek without anthority and 
thereon constructing a road, was the 
subject of commnnications by the former 
Taotai, and this Taotai, asking that it 
be prohibited. On April 11 of this 
year, a:reply was received from the 
Senior Consul, stating that the filling- 
in of the creek at this point was merely 
for purposes of sanitation and the 
public interest, and that the Council 
hnd guaranteed that the boundary 
stones would not be removed. Direc- 
tions were than giveo to the Shangli 
and Paoshan Magistrates to make in- 
vestigations and report, and their 
petition in reply stated that although 
the boundary stones had not been 
removed, the creek ranning from East 
to West had beet filled and a road 
constructed thereon, and that thereby 
the treaty regulations were disobey 
‘They requested that directions he giv 
to reopen the creek as before and 
restore the original boundary. This is 
‘on record. 





























It now appears, however, from the 
statement of the Bureau, that the Mu 
cipal Council has actually dug np the 
boundary stones in this place withont 
authority, therein entirely disregarding 
public policy, and in disagreement also 
with the statement contained in the 
Senior Consul’s letter that this Council 
had guaranteed that the boundary stones 
wonld not be moved. 

The Taotai has, therefore, to request 
that directions be given for the replace- 
ment of the three boundary stones as 
before and that the least removal be not 
allowed ; and also that the original 
creek be reopened in order that the 























Settlement boundary may be disti 
The Taotai thus duly communicates 
with the Senior Consul and trusts that 
he will kindly take note giving diree- 
tions for compliance, snd will also 
reply.

Mr. Lester that the 
northern portion of lot 1687 is rendered 
unsuitable for Chinese baildings as the 
frontage ix only sufficient for six 
houses, and his experience is that if 
Jess than ten or twelve houses be built 
in one block they invariably fall down, 

In reference to lot 1690 Mr. Lester 
contends that the road on the north 
will not improve this lot as he intends 
to build shops on the Chungking Road 
frontage and dwelling houses with 
kitchens abutting on the Manila Road 
on the remainder of the lot. He is of 
opinion that shops in this locality facing 
north wonld not attract Chinese tenants. 
A point is made of the improvement 
resulting to the property on the north 
side of Manila Road which gains a south 
frontage. 

The Council's Engineer states that 
applications to build Chinese shops in 
blocks of four, five and six honses are 
often received. 

In regard to shops facing north 
being unattractive to Chinese tenants 
the Council cites the instance of Taku 
Road where the shops with north front- 
age are all occupied. 

The Council claims free surrender of 
a width of 30 feet and is prepared to 
pay for the additional 10-foot strip to 
take the road 40 feet wide. 

The free surrender of certain lots on 
the Boundary Road, the terms arranged 
for the remainder, ure referred to as 
having some bearing on the present case.
